The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  of  the  N. 
H.  Department  of  Health,  Bureau  of  Public  Health 
Nursing,  for  the  year  January  1960  to  January  1961. 

Home  visits  were  made  in  the  town  on  mothers, 
babies  and  preschool  age  children  and  assistance  and  ad- 
vise given  as  necessary. 

The  children  and  adults  were  welcome  to  attend 
a  Sal'k  Vaccine  Clinic  held  at  Bristol  in  January,  1960 
and  several  took  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  receive 
the  Salk  Vaccine  protection  against  polio. 

The  Tuberculosis  program  is  now  covered  by  the 
Grafton  County  Nurse  of  the  N.  H.  Department  of 
Health  in  cooperation  with  the  N.  H.  Tuberculosis 
Assoc.  Chest  X-Ray  clinics  are  held  in  Plymouth  three 
times  a  year  and  residents  of  Groton  are  welcome  to 
attend.  Following  the  clinic  a  report  will  be  sent  to 
the  patient  attending. 

The  nurse  is  glad  to  render  services  to  the  mothers 
and  children  in  the  town  of  Groton.  Please  feel  free  to 
contact  her  if  she  can  be  of  help.
